bay. . Each season more than 50,000 
make the trip, reports a writer for 
Good Housekeeping magazine who de- 
scribes this unique boat and its work 
in the July issue of that monthly. 


How Sea Trips Bepan. 


A trivial Incident occurring 53 years 


ago lies behind this most practical of 
the city's philanthropies: A newspaper 
man 
watched 
an undernourished, 


bare-footed little street urchin being 
driven off the grass of Bowling Green 
park where he stood to cool his feet 
after trudging over the scorching as- 
phalt. 


It occurred to the journalist that 


thousands of others were in the same 
condition as the waif before him. He 
got others to help him and obtained a 
barge to take the tenement children 
for a day's trip on the Hudson. The 
movement so appealed to friends that 
the men of St. John's chapel In Varick 
street founded a guild devoted to this 
single purpose, and the organization 
has carried on the permanent work 
since.

Towed for Infants' Benefit. 


' The ship is towed, not because it 
cannot run under its own power, but 
to avoid vibrations, which would dis- 
turb the infante.who are sleeping in 
the hospital ward on the top deck. 
The row boat is carried alongside to| 
guard against any possibility of one of ' 
the tiny wards falling overboard,' al- 
though the craft's decks are surround- 
ed with a netting which makes such 
an accident highly improbable, says 
the Good Housekeeping article. 


While their bodies drlrik in the sun 


and sea air, the older children play 
on the decks below or revel in the salt 
water shower baths which are pumped 
in through a battery of jets. Free 
milk is provided, even sterilized bot- 
tles for the infants, and wholesome 
lunches for 1.200 are cooked daily be- 
low.

a bit to sea, then back at 5 


o'clock. But the east side will tell 
you that her. aimless cruises are of 
more importance than the sailing of 
the grandest trans-Atlantic liner.

In keeping with the 
policy of wiping out all vestiges of 
the Czar's regime, this city, named 
after Katherlne the Great, has.been 
^christened with the name of 
the 


first Head of the Peoples Kommisars, 
Sverdloff. This center of the whole 
Ural mining region is very important 
place. It was the hot-bed of •nihilism 
and anarchism In the old days. It is 
still a turbulent town. 


Our train stopped *°r 40 minutes 


in Sverdlovsk. We. had time to go 
to'the adobe walled place In the out- 
skirts of the city where the Czar and 
his family were put to death. The 
place stands just as it was when they 
were-lead into the cellar of his house 
and without warning riddled with 
bullets Over .beyond is the forest to 
which the bodies were taken and bur- 
ned in a huge-funeral pyre The^ re- 
mains have been postively indentified, 
I am told. There is absolutely not a 
shred of reason for believing the cur- 
ious story of one of the 
princesses 


having escaped and come to America. 
The Bolshevists do their Jobs thor-, 
oughly we may trust them for that 


I have heard the story of this whole 


tragedy, from many mouths; They all 
agree The Czar and his family were 
being'brought back to sign the treaty 
of peace with Germany, because.Ger- 
many demanded it; But the Czar for 
once hi his life 
showed 
creditable 


spunk. He would hot sign it. He was 
brought with his, whole family from 
Tobolsk, where he had been kept for 
siime time. And now the forces of Ad- 
miral Kolchak, who had re-captured 
nearly all of Siberia were climbing 
up into the Urals. The Bolshevist cap- 
tors with their charges had to keep 
moving westward. Finally they came, 
ss far as Sverdlocsk. which is out of 
Siberia entirely. They dared not bring 
the royal family any further 
west- 


,ward for fear they would be the rally- 
ing point for counter-revolutionaries 
if their presence in 
Europe 
again 


v-.ere known. On the other hand, Kol- 
chak was pounding at Sverlovsk. The 
capture of the city was Imminent. So 
it, was decided thai the only thing to 
do was summarily to put them all to 
death As a matter of fact, Kolchak 
cjio capture Ekaterinburg just a few 
days afterwards. The marks of the 
tr-mbardment are still to be seen all 
over the city. 
So the Czar and his family 
were 


"liquidated"' to use the euphonious 
term which the Bolshevists apply to 
such procedures.

True, the board is responsible to 


congress, but some congressmen de- 
clare the law so elastic that this does 
not amount .to much.

made before, however, and fizzled. 


In the meantime the board does 


what it thinks best, and Is scared by 
nobody.

they threw their latest crimp into 
the stock market deliberately—ad- 
vancing the rediscount rate with the 
cold-blooded intention of making cash 
more expensive to borrow for specu- 
lation, and thereby forcing would-be 
speculators to do less of it.
